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PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION NOTES:
1. Public buses, including Circulator routes (Convention Center-
SW Waterfront and Smithsonian / National Gallery of Art) travel SEPARATE BICYCLES

through and stop on the National Mall.

. Metrorail (subway) lines (Yellow, Orange, Blue, and Green) travel

beneath the National Mall.

. Sightseeing, tour, and school buses stop on and travel

the National Mall. Sightseeing buses cannot sell tickets while

on park land.

. Commuter buses, plus privately owned, fleet, and commercial
vehicles, use roads within or tunneled under the National Mall.

. Taxis and pedicabs operate on the National Mall, picking up

or dropping off passengers.
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
